Life Insurance 
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The Value Of Advertising 


Advertising has been from time to time, and still is occasionally, the 
target for indictments and charges levelled at it, usually with little or no 
foundation for the allegations, and generally launched by the type of person 
who is prone to erect a straw man for the pleasure of knocking it down or 
by those who have no knowledge of the subject. 

One of the allegations heard against advertising is that it is mislead- 
ing and sometimes downright untruthful. This is the harshest kind of 
criticism, and it can be admitted that occasionally some advertising falls 
within this category, but it is rare and for obvious reasons. In the first 
place this class of advertising is as detrimental to the interests of the ad- 
vertiser as it is to the purchaser and as a result it defeats its own object, 
for instead of creating business it speedily destroys it and that is the last 
thing that legitimate business wants. In the second place, no reputable 
advertising medium—hbe it daily or weekly press, magazine or radio will 
knowingly accept false advertising, because in so doing it destroys its own 
value as a medium. Without taking the question of ethics into considera- 
tion at all, it is an cconomic hazard which few advertising media are will- 
ing to accept for the sake of temporary, paltry gain. 

” Thus, it may be taken for granted, that the great bulk of advertising 
which comes within the ken of the average consumer is truthful and does 
not misrepresent the ‘commodities or services which it desires to sell, and 
that the more regular frequency with which advertising appears, the more 
unimpeachable are the statements which such advertising makes about the 
product it offers. Further, the more reputable the medium, the less is the 
likelihood that it will offend in this regard. With reputable media, and 
particularly is this true of the weekly newspaper, accuracy and fairness 
of the advertising it carries is regarded as important as the accuracy and 
fairness of the statements made in its other departments. 

* * * 
Far From The Truth 

One of the commonly heard charges against advertising is that it in- 
creases the costs of commodities to the purchasers, and particularly is this 
allegation levelled against national advertising. References are sometimes 
made to the substantial appropriations set aside by manufacturers or dis- 
tributors of commodities sold on large scale over a great area as an argu- 
ment that such expense increases the cost to the consumer, 

Nothing is farther from the truth than such statements, On the con- 
trary experience has shown that large scale advertising, provided it is 
judiciously placed so that it will be drawn to the attention of the market, 
or the potential market in attractive and compelling form has exactly the 
opposite effect. 

Truthful advertising, properly placed and distributed on a scale com- 
mensurate with potential sales, has had in the past and will in the future, 
the effect.of reducing the cost to the consumer; because increased demand 
invariably brings the opportunity for massed production and this, in its turn 
enables costs to be scaled down and concurrent with that, affords oppor- 
tunity to improve the product or the service as the case may be. It is 
axiomatic in industry that the greater the sales, the less the cost of produc- 
tion, and volume of sales is promoted by wise advertising.

Plenty Of Authority 

There is much authority for the truth of this assertion. One has only 
to look around for overwhelming examples—the automobile industry for 
instance. The principle is recognized by no less an authority than the) 
Encyclopedia Britannica which, as was pointed out recently by an adver- 
tising expert addressing a service club in one of the western cities, gives} 
the following as three effects of advertising: ‘‘(1) Lowers cost of production 
because of increased volume; (2) Decreases cost of selling; (3) Lowers price | 
to consumer, thereby raising the standard of living.” 

“One severe critic of advertising’, said this same speaker, “was asked 
to estimate the proportionate amount of money spent to advertise a well- 
known breakfast food that retailed at 15 cents a package. He gave what| 
he considered to be a conservative estimate of two cents a package. | 
Actually it worked out at three tenths of one cent per package. Little as| 


that is, however, even that does not represent an additional cost to the} 
consumer.”

Not only is a substantial advertising program a step towards reduction | 
of price of the product, but it is also a guarantee of the quality, for no 
manufacturer is going to expend a substantial sum in advertising his pro-| 
duct unless he has the expectation that in so doing he will induce customers 
to buy again and he cannot get the good-will necessary for repeat orders} 
unless he gives good value for the money. 

So that generally speaking it can be stated that advertising is bene- 
ficial all round, It benefits the vendor of good commodities for it enables

While at Island Falls I found that 
Jeff Home-Hay was coming back to 
go up to Rocky Falls on Reindeer 
Lake, another 60 miles away, so I 
went there, as men and supplies were 
being flown in from Island Falls to 
erect cribbing baffle dams restrain- 
ing the water from Reindeer Lake 
(which is a mere 175 miles long, 40 
miles wide, but averaging five miles 
and in some places 800 feet deep and 
an area of 2,300 square miles) from 
rushing down Reindeer River into 
the Churchill and thus to the power 
plant at Island Falls. 

About 40 men were on the job, 
just starting. They and their ma- 
chinery and supplies had all been 
flown in and the engineer in charge 
was O. L, Flanigan of Toronto for 
the Fraser Brace Co, 

Here I met the famous flying 
trapper of the early days, Del 
Simons, who now lives at Island 
Falls with his family. He is in 
charge of cruising and is a mag- 
n ficent man of 200 odd pounds and 
about six feet tall. 

Six miles from Rocky Falls there's 
stil a Hudson Bay Post on an island, 
and fur trading is carried on with 
the Indians and trappers. 

I was told theres a flyer named 
Turnbull from Flin Flon, who is com- 
mercially fishing this.lake and he 
takes out whitefish four to 15 pounds, 
trout up to 40 pounds, pickerel, gray- 
ling, herring and sturgeon. Reindeer 
Lake, by the way. is the natural 
water route from The Pas.

“We have increased the average 
life span already,’ Dr. Heiser told 
reporters, ‘but we have increased the} 
average only by cutting down infan-}| 
tile and child mortality. We have! 
not increased the actual span of life 
very much. The man of between 35) 
and 40 to-day stands just as much! 
chance of dying as he did 100 years | 
ago.” , | 

Next great task of medical science 
Will be to keep man from committing | 
slow suicide as he does at present,| 
said the doctor, adding that he in- 
tended to devote the remainder of his} 
life to the study of diet. 

In Montreal to address the Wo- 
men's Canadian Club, Dr. Heiser ex- 
panded to reporters on the import- 
ance of diet. He told how Sir Robert 
McCarrison in England fed 1,000 rats 
a balanced diet for two years and fed) 
a similar number the same kind of 
food as the people in his English 
town. He killed the rats and made a 
post-mortem examination of each. 
There was no sign of disease or 
organic disorder in those fed the 
balanced diet. The others, who had, 
eaten “just what they wanted,” had 
all the diseases to be found in an 
average hospital. } 

“They had enlarged adenoids gas-| 
tritis, bad tonsils, arthritis—all the 
diseases common to the people of the | 
neighborhood,” said Dr. Heiser, 

“This bears out my belief,” he 
said, “that the average man eats at 
least twice as much as he needs, and 
that the excess food acts just as ex- 
cess fuel does on a boiler. It wears 
him out.” ;

Why Deer Shed Antlers 


And Scientists 
The problem of how and why deer 
shed their antlers yearly and what 
becomes of the discarded appendages 


deal of discussion among hunters, 
and considerable theorizing among 
Scientists. As a result of knowledge 
gained by practical experience in the 
Wilds and considerable research work 
by scientistg the various stages of 
antler development and discard are 
fairly well known while the natural 
changes which take place have been 
closely studied and explained by 
those best able to do so. 

The subject has been brought to 
our attention once more by receipt 
of a letter from Overseer Sheppard 
of Gananoque in which he advises 
that on January 28 he found a pair 
of antlers on the ice surface of 
Charleston Lake. The antlers, ac- 
cording to the report, were from 4 
six-ycar-old buck, and were found 
lying about seven feet apart. As the 
surface of the lake was covered with 
glare ice, a condition which came & 
day or two previously, and the ant- 
lers were not frozen in the ice, it is 
assumed they were shed by the deer 


_about the time they were found, 


The shedding of the antlers at this 
late date may, or may 
usual—it has been generally believed 
that they are cast around the begin- 
ning of January, although a number 
of factors such as climatic conditions 
and vitality of the deer may vary the 
period—but it is somewhat unusual 
to find a pair together, and in first 
class shape. There were signs that 
the deer had fallen on the ice and 
the resultant crash probably com- 
pleted the dislodging process. 

It has always been a mystery to 
hunters why so few of these relics 
of an interesting natural occurrence 
are found in the wild, in view of the 


vast numbers that are cast off an-) 


nually. The generally accepted opin- 
ion is that they are eaten by such 
rodents a3 squirrel, rats, mice, etc., 


who find them quite palatable at this! 


time of the year when other food is 
scearce, 

It is quite probable, also, that 
many of them become covered up by 
leaves and so are unobserved, par- 
ticularly in view of the fact that 
they have a strong resemblance to 
dead branches. Under such condi- 
tions they no doubt disintegrate 
quite rapidly because of their com- 
position. 

In any case few are found in the 
woods and the mystery of their dis- 
appearance is as puzzling as are 
many of the other queer things that 
happen to the creatures of the wild, 
such as cycles of abundance and 
scarcity.

The party pushed on for six hours, 
covering an estimated three miles. 
Only when the chamber made a 
sharp curve did they turn back, fear- 
ing that they might become lost in 
the labyrinth. 

Huge, snow-white stalagmites, 
larger even than the 100-foot mono- 
liths of Carlsbad Cavern, dotted th 
floor. Ancient Indian pottery and 
the bones of deer gave evidence that 
the cave once had been used for hu- 
man occupancy. 

Tom Tucker, a _ sheep rancher 
stumbled onto the cave’s cntrance, 
700 feet up the steep side of #2 moun- 
tain and concealed by a jutting rock.

Although fifteen odd varieties of 
barley are raised in Canada, there id 
one variety which is recognized by 
authorities as complying most ade 
quately with the distinctive re- 
quirements of the brewer. The 
story of the cultivation barley, known 
as O.A.C. 21 and its application to 
the brewing industry is interesting. 
The essential quality which disting- 
uishes good barley for brewing pur- 
poses is the tbility of the diastase, or 
soluable ferment of the barley, to 
transform the starch into dextrin 
and maltose more compietely than ar. 
inferior diastase. When the soil lacks 
the qualities necessary for the pro- 
duction of the grade of barley de- 
manded, chemical fe:tilizers are in- 
troduced into the soil to supply the 
deficiences in natune.

MUSIC FRO A AM. RROR 


More than a thousand years ago 
a barber discovered that, in moving 
his mirror, air was forced through he 
tubes which were common in mirror¢ 
at that time. This caused a curious 
musical sound to be, emitted, So 
struck was he by this peculiarity that 
he se} about making an instrumend 
which was the foundation of the mod- 
ein organ. After several experi- 
ments he made a_ waterflute in 
which air was forced, by bellows 
through an inverted cone which led 
to flutes contyolled by # keyboard, 
the pressurs being kept uniform by 
water, 

Aiter a thousand years a rival in- 
strument mace its appearance. ‘This 
was of similur pattern, but, instead 
of water, weights regulated the pres 
sure, 

In 961 an organ was erected at Win 
chester, England, It had twenty-six 
bellows and ten pipes to each key 
Two men who sat at the keyboara 
“blew and sweated enormously,’ 
Later, a finm of organ makers in Ger- 
many, succeeded in erecting the firs 
really big instrument. The primary 
stops did not, differ very much from 
those of today, although  variou: 
novelities were introduced, 

Among the innovations were {ji 
nightingale and cuckoo stops, ‘wihil 
others represented cock-crowing, an: 
goat -bleating. ~Though these novel- 
ties have now fallen into disuse, a: 
organ’ with one of these nightingale 
stops is still to be seen in Rome.
